Observation on all steumers berthing at, or leaving from wharves 
in'the International Settlement and French Concession could be 
ade by a staff of three foreign detectives — eight Chinese 
agents,vith the occasional assistance of an Indian member of 
the Force. ft would, in my opinion, be more satisfactory to 
engage Chinese temporarily as agents on this work than to 
employ them in the capacity of detectives, for it has been 
proved mi&xmx'reccntly that a Chinese detective of a few years 
service does not take kindly to th: work assigned to him in the 
Intelligence Office, A detective does not give of his best on 
this work knowing that he will be-transferred to a station 
where the work consigned to him is more congenial, if he is 
unsatisfactory, whereas sn agent, working for a daily rate 
of pay, is in fear of dismissal if his services prove 


unsatisfactory. .
